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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The amendments filed on 9/13/2006 have been entered 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The currently amended claim(s) contains subject matter which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Claim 1 
has been currently amended to include the limitations "wherein the second measuring signal of 
the demodulator is filtered in a measuring filter and the weighting filter function is formed in 
three stages by cascaded functions of the receive filter, the demodulator, and the measuring filter, 
with the demodulator between the receive and measuring filters". Claim 5 has been currently 
amended to recite the limitations "wherein the weighting filter function for the first measuring 
signal is formed in three stages by cascaded functions of the receive filter, the demodulator, and 
the measuring filter, with the demodulator between the receive and measuring filters". Claim 10 
also has been amended to recite similar limitations as that of claim 5. However, it is the 
understanding of the examiner that based upon the specification, the weighting filter function is 
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formed independent of a demodulator function. On page 4, section 0016-0017 of the instant 
specification, the specification states the "a measuring filter 22, which has the following 
characteristic of approximation, respectively, within the permissible measurement tolerance: 
weighting filter = receive filter* measuring filter. 

Claim 2 of the originally recited claims (which depends upon claim 1) recites "the 
weighing filter function is determined by the convolution operation relationship weighing 
filter = receiver filter* measuring filter. The specification further discloses (see section 0017), 
"the desired weighting filter characteristic, which meets ETSI specification, for example, is 
therefore obtained by the cascaded filter characteristics of the receive filter 20 and the 
measuring filter 22", The examiner is also led to believe the weighting filter function is 
independent of the demodulator function since the specification teaches away from adding any 
superfluous demodulator functions such as error correction to the weighting filter function (see 
section 0017). The specification discloses that the weighting filter function is made more simple 
by excluding additional arithmetic operations for error correction which have been performed by 
the demodulator (see section 0017). 

Furthermore, without a teaching or disclosure of how the demodulation function is 
implemented (convolution, multiplication, division, etc.) into the weighting filter function, one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, would not be 
enabled to make and/or use the invention. Therefore, currently amended claims 1-10 are rejected 
for containing a weighted filter function including functions of a receive filter, demodulator, and 
measuring filter, wherein the specification as disclosed above only enables one skilled in the art 
to implement a weighing filter function including a receiver filter and measuring filter functions.
